WHEREAS,  all  of  the  State  of  California  is  Included  in 
such  scheduled  District,  under  claim  that  such  disease  exists 
among  the  cattle  of  this  State;   and 

WHEREAS,  an  official  imrestigatlon  is  contenplated  for 
the  purpose  of  determining  to  what  extent  or  in  what  local- 
ities, if  any,  in  this  State,  this  disease  exists;  and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  admitted  that  no  trace  of  thle  disease 
exists  in  that  portion  of  the  State  above  and  North  of  the 
line  hereinafter  described;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  quarantine  heretofore  established  and  now 
existing  is  burdensome  and  occasions  inconvenience  and  loss 
to  our  stock  breeders  and  shippers,  and  it  1.  desirable  that 
80  much  of  the  State  as  can  be,  should  be  relieved  from  this 

quarantine;   and 

WHEREAS,  it  is  provided  that  where  lines  more  favorable 
to  a  State  than  those  prescribed  by  the  Secretary  of  Agricul- 
ture, are  established  by  such  States,  and  it  possesses  such 
Legislation  as  will  enable  it  to  maintain  such  line,  that 
such  line  may  be  adopted  by  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture;  and

STATE  OP  CALIFORNIA, 

Sacramento,  August  19,  1399. 

WHEREAS,  The  State  Veterinarian  of  the  State  of  California  has 
ascertained  that  cattle  located  In  that  certain  area  of  territory  situ- 
ated south  and  west  of  the  quarantine  line  hereinafter  described  are 
liable  to  communicate  a  contagious  and  infectious  disease  known  as 
Texas,  Splenetic,  or  Southern  Cattle  Pever,  to  cattle  located  north  and 
east  of  said  line  should  said  cattle  located  south  and  west  be  shipped, 
moved,  or  transported,  driven  or  grazed  over  the  lands  situated  on  the 
north  and  east  of  said  line; 

AND,  WHEREAS,  Under  and  by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature 
of  the  State  of  California,  entitled  "An  Act  to  protect  domestic  live 
stock  from  contagious  and  infectious  diseases,  to  provide  for  the  ap- 
pointment and  duties  of  officials  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of 
this  Act,  and  to  provide  an  appropriation  therefor,"  in  effect  L!arch  13, 
1899,  the  State  Veterinarian  of  the  State  of  California,  in  order  to 
prevent  the  spreading  or  communicating  of  said  dieease  of  Texas,  Splen- 
etic or  Southern  Pever,  in  cattle,  has  on  this  19th  day  of  August,  1399, 
made  a  quarantine  line  as  follows:  Beginning  on  the  pacific  Coast,  where 
the  southern  boundary  line  of  Marin  County  connects  with  the  Pacific 
Ocean;   thence  easterly  and  northerly  along  the  southern  and  eastern 
boundary  lines  of  Marin  and  Sonoma  to  the  intersection  of  Sonoma  and 

Solano  Counties;   thence  following  the  western,  northern  and  eastern 
boundary  lines  of  Solano  County  to  the  Sacramento  River;   thence 
northerly  along  the  eastern  boundary  line  of  Yolo  County  to  its  inter- 
section with  the  boundary  line  of  Sutter  county;   thence  easterly  along

the  southern  boundary  lines  of  Sutter  and  Placer  Counties  to  the  inter- 
section with  the  western  boundary  line  of  El  Dorado  County;   thence 
southerly  and  easterly  along  the  southern  boundary  line  of  El  Dorado 
county  to  the  Intersection  with  the  western  boundary  line  of  Alpine 
county;   thence  in  assoutherly  direction  along  the  western  boundary  lin« 
of  Alpine,  Mono,  and  Inyo  Counties  to  the  southwestern  boundary  of  Inyo 
county;   thence  east  along  the  southern  boundary  of  Inyo  county  to  its 
intersection  with  the  eastern  boundary  line  of  the  State  of  California; 

AND  WHEREAS,  The  State  Veterinarian  has,  on  this  19th  day  of 
August,  1899,  .Tade  and  established  the  following  rules  and  regulations 
as  to  the  crossing  of  cattle  over  the  said  quarantine  line: 

(1.)— That  from  and  after  this  date  no  cattle  shall  be  trans- 
ported by  rail,  shipped,  driven,  or  moved  In  any  manner  whatever,  from 
said  area  south  and  west  of  said  line  herein  above  set  out  and  de- 
scribed to  any  portion  of  the  State  of  California,  north  or  east  of  said 

line. 

(2)--Exception  to  the  above  clause  is  authorized  as  follows: 
Any  cattle  which  shall  have  been  aipped,  under  the  supervision 
of  an  Inspector  of  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry,  U.  S.  Dept.  of  Agri- 
culture, in  such  a  solution  as  may  be  required  by  the  Honorable  Secre- 
tary of  Agriculture,  and  a  certificate  of  such  fact  given  with  a  bill  of 
health  from  such  Inspector,  shall  be  allowed  to  cross  said  line,  until 

otherwise  ordered.

WHEREAS,    I    have    received   an  urgent   coranunication    from   the 
Hon.    Elihu  Root,    Secretary   of  War,    requesting  an  appeal   to    the   people    of 
this    state    to   contribute   money   and    supplies    in  aid   of    the    destitute 
people    of  Porto   Rico,   whose    sad   condition   is   due    to   recent   hurricanes 
devastating    the    island.        The    distressed   condition   of    the    Inhabitants 
of  Porto  Rico  Eiay  be  understood  by   the    following  passage   from  a   dispatch 
tran.sriitted   by    the    Governor  General   of  Porto   Pico,    dated  August   13,    133^, 
to    the    Secretary   of  War,    viz.: 

"The    true    state    of  affairs    throughout    the    Island   not   yet   known 
because    of    total   destr-ucticn  of   all    telegraphic   connection   and  great 
destruction   of   all   roads.        'Tot  nore    than   one-fourth   towns   yet   heard 
fron:,    but   enough   is   knov/n    to   warrant    the    statement    that   or:e-fifth    the 
dwellings    in   the    island  are    totally   destroyed,    and   their  owners   are 
without   any   shelter  whatever,    or  any   food,    beyond  what   has   been   saved 
fror.   the    debris.        The   coffee   crop  and  most   of    the    trees   are    rui:'ed,    and 
thus   reliance    for   su- pert    is   gone.        Fully   one-third   of    ihe   people 

subsist  entirely   finiit,    and  *»   snail   degree    on    tubas;    all    the    foraer

are    destroyed,    and   nuch   of    the    latter  are    retting    in    the   ground.        Llany 
thousands   of  cattle    are    drovir-ed,    and    the    debris   carried   down   by    the 
rivers,    and    is    strew:i   over   the    ocean   with   "he   v/reck   of    the    stora  aiid    the 
dead   bodies    of  aninials.        The    death   from  falling  walls   and   drowning  will 
number  nore    than   a    thousand,   and  may   be    several    times    this   number.      The 
state    of   distress    is   very   great,    and  when  green    fnjits   saved    from   the 
debris   are   consumed    the    suffering   will   be   very   great.        I   am  relieving 
suffering  everywhere   within  reach  as  much  as  possible,    but    in   out-cf-the- 
v/ay  places  are  many   thousands  who  can  not   be  reached   for  some    time. 
The    supplies   ordered   sent   by   the    Government   will   help  much,    but   will

last  only  for  a  few  days,  while  destitution  nust  continue  for  many 
v/eeks  or  some  months,  until  the  bananas  i^row  up  from  the  ground,  for 
which  five  months  at  least  are  required.    Food  of  all  kinds  is  needed, 
especially  rice,  beans,  and  codfish,  which  has  been  main  support  outside 
of  fruits.    Cheap  cotton  clothing;  is  also  needed,  for  thousands  rushed 
naked  from  their  dwellincs  at  .ight  when  the  eale  broke.   Medicines  are 
also  needed  nost  pre^singly,  especially  quinine  and  other  simple  medi- 
cines.   I  estimate  that  at  least  1000  tons  of  food  will  be  required 
weekly  for  several  weeks." 

T/e  should  remenber  that  Porto  pico  is  now  American  ter- 
ritory, and  that  its  inhabitants  are  under  the  protection  of  our  flag, 
and  it  is  but  due  to  them  to  show  that  we  as  a  Christian  people  are  n.ot 
v/antinf-  in  the  charity  which  christian  education  inculcates. 

I  do  therefore  appeal  to  the  people  of  the  State  of  California, 
in  the  name  of  Christian  humanity,  to  come  to  the  aid  of  this  starving 

people . 

I  recommend  that  the  Eoards  of  Supervisors  of  the  several 
Counties  of  this  State,  and  the  Llayors  and  Cou):Cils  of  our  several 
cities,  appoint  com::ittees  to  collect  money  and  to  obtain  supplies,  and 
to  take  such  necessary  action  as  will  mpst  promptly  facilitate  the 
charitable  purpose  of  assisting  the  unhappy  people  in  their  j;reat  mis- 
fortune . 

I  also  appeal  to  the  individual  citizen  to  co-operate  in  this 

necessary  a;:d  humane  work. 

The  secretary  of  V/ar  has  directed  that  contributions  should 
be  either  in  supplies  of  the  character  indicated,  or  in  money,  in  order 
that  the  supplies  can  be  purchased.    The  supplies  should  be  sent  to 
Colonel  F.  B.  Jones,  Army  Building,  foot  of  Whitehall  Street,  :iew  York 
City,  in  packages  plainly  marked  "Porto  Pican  Relief,"  and  he  should  be 
consulted  as  to  time  of  shipment.   Honey  should  be  sent  to  the  rational

Such  proposed 
charter  shall  then  he  published  in  two  daily  nev.spapers  of 
general  circulation  in  such  city,  for  at  least  twenty  days, 
and  the  first  publication  shall  be  made  witl in  twenty  days 
after  ^.i  e  completion  of  he  charter;  provided,  xhat  in 
cities  containing  a  population  of  not  nK)re  Lhan  ten  ^houBand 
inhabitants,  such  proposed  charter  shall  be  published  in  one 
such  daily  ne  spaperj   and  within  no*,  less  than  thirty  days 
after  such  publica'oion  i..  shall  be  submii.ted  to  the  qualified 
electors  of  said  city  at  a  general  or  special  election,  and 
if  a  majority  of  such  qualified  electors  voting  thereon  shall 
ratify  the  same,  it  shall  -.her^^after  be  submitted  to  the 
legislature  for  its  approval  or  rejection  as  a  whcle,  without 
power  of  alteration  or  ainendraent.

Copies  of  a.-.l  certificates  oi'  inspection  made  under  tliis  -lodigioa- 
tlon  must  be  for\7arded  to  the  State  Veterinarian  of  California  before 
or  at  the  time  that  said  ship^ient  la  made,  glvin-;  iMll  information  as  tc 
the  orijin,  destination  and  oonslsriorR  of  said  shipment. 

Tills  amendment  is  granted  upon  conditicn  that  the  Board  of  Suyer- 
V  scrs  of  said  Co  nt.y  enforce  efficient  neasiires,  looking  to  th'^  live 
stock  .sanitation ,  and  the  eradication  of  »n:'  infectious  or  contag--0'.;s 
diseases.

state  of  California. 

Sacramento,  July  15th,  1906. 

WHEREAS,  the  State  Veterinarian  of  the  State  of  California  has 
ascertained  that  cattle  located  in  that  certain  area  of  territory 
situated  south  and  west  of  the  quarantine  line  hereinafter  descri- 
bed are  liable  to  couununicate  an  infectious  and  contagious  disease, 
known  as  Texas,  Splenetic  or  Southern  cattle  fever,  to  cattle  lo- 
cated north  and  east  of  said  line,  should  said  cattle  located  south 
and  v.est  he  shipped,  moved  or  transported,  driven  or  grazed  over 
the  lands  situated  north  and  east  of  said  line;    and 

WHEREAS,   Under  and  by  virtue  of  an  Act  of  the  Legislature  of 
the  State  of  California,  entitled  "An  Act  to  amend  section  two  of 
that  certain  Act  of  the  Legialature  of  the  State  of  California,  en- 
titled "An  Act  to  protect  domestic  live  stock  from  contagious  and 
infectious  diseases,  to  provide  for  the  appointment  and  duties  of 
official*  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  to 
provide  an  appropriation  therefor"  which  became  a  law  i^rch  18,1899, 
approved  March  20,  1905,  the  State  Veterinarian  of  the  State  of  Cal- 
ifornia, In  order  to  prevent  the  spreading  or  conmiunication  of  said 
disease  of  Texas,  Splenetic  or  Southern  cattle  fever  in  cattle,  has, 
on  this  fifteenth,  day  of  July,  1906,  made  a  quarantine  line  as 
follows: 

Beginning  on  the  Pacific  Coast  where  the  northern  boundary 
line  of  San  Luis  Obispo  County  connects  with  the  Pacific  Ocean; 
thence  easterly  along  the  northenn  boundary  line  of  San  Luis  Obispo

County  to  ita  junction  with  the  western  bourdary  of  Kings  County; 
thence  northwesterly  along  the  western  boundary  of  Kings  and  Fresro 
Counties  to  the  northwestern  corner  of  Presno  County;  thence  north- 
easterly along  the  southern  boundary  of  Merced  County,  and  the  west- 
ern, southern  and  eastern  boundaries  of  those  portions  of  the  Cnow- 
chilla  and  Bliss  ranches  at  present  included  in  lladera  County,  to 
the  southeastern  corner  of  Merced  County;  thence  continuing  north- 
easterly along  the  northern  boundary  of  I'adera  County  to  the  north- 
east corner  thereof;  thence  southerly  and  easterly  along  the  east- 
ern boundary  lines  of  Ivladera,  ?res;ic,  and  Tulare  Counties  to  tl.e 
southeast  corner  of  Tulare  County;  thence  easterly  along  the  south- 
ern boundary  line  of  Inyo  County  to  its  intersection  with  the  east- 
ern boundary  line  of  the  State  of  California. 

WKKBSAS,  The  State  Veterinarian  has,  on  this  15th, day  of  July, 
1906,  made  and  established  the  following  rules  and  regulations  as 
to  the  crossing  of  cattle  over  the  said  quarantine  line: 

Prom  this  fifteenth  day  of  July  1906  to  the  thirty-first  day 
of  October, 1906, inclusive,  every  person,  company,  corporation, 
their  agents  and  servants,  are  hereby  prohibited  from  driving,  lead- 
ing, moving,  carrying  or  transporting,  or  from  cansir.g  or  permitted 
to  be  driven,  led,  moved,  transported,  carried  or  drift  over  or 
across  said  quarantine  line  so  established,  any  cattle  originating 
or  being  south  or  west  of  the  said  quarantine  line,  and  all  riiil- 
road  and  steamship  companies,  and  other  transportation  companies, 
their  officers,  a,^ents  b.u<l   ijerva.'its  are  nerecy  pro.iicitcd  from  ship- 
ping or  transporting  or  accepting  for  shipment  or  transportation, 
anv  cattle  origiaatiig  or  being  south  or  west  of  said  quarantine 


li/.e,  or  from  shipping-  or  transportin^i  into  the  State  of  California 
any  cattle  originati.'io  or  being  in  that  area  of  territory  in  the 
United  Ptates  south  of  the  federal  .luarantine  line  which  has  been 
or  may  be  established  oy   the  United  States  Tepartmei-.t  of  At^ricul- 
ture,  or  any  cafcle  infested  with  the  BOOPHILIS  A2ri;ULATUS  tick, 
except  in  accordance  -A'ith  the  regulations  of  the  United  States  De- 
partment of  Agriculture,  or  except  w:-ere  said  cattle  are  shipped 
and  tra.nsported  on  railroid  trains  Tor  iimnediate  slau^:hter,  and  when 
so  shipped  or  transported  by  railroad  the  following  regulations 
must  be  obsen-'ed: 

On  unloading  said  cattle  at  their  destination  seperate  pens  shall 
be  set  apart  to  receive  them,  and  no  other  cattle  shall  be  aamitted 
to  said  pens.  The  cars  that  have  carried  said  stock  shall  be  clean- 
sed and  disinfected  before  they  are  a£:ain  used  to  transport,  store 
or  shelter  animals  or  merchandise. 

All  cars  carrying  cattle  from  said  quarantine  area  shall  bear 
placards  stating  that  s'^id  jars  contain  "SffJTKERlT  CATTLE",  and  each 
of  the  waybills  of  said  shipment  shall  have  a  note  on  its  face 
with  a  similar  state-aent.   Whenever  any  cattle  have  ccme  from  said 
quarantine  area,  and  shall  be  reshipped  from  any  point  at  which  they 
have  been  reloaded  to  any  otner  point  of  destination,  the  cars 
carrying  said  animals  shall  bear  similajKpl-^cards  with  like  state- 
ments, and  the  waybills  so  stamped.    At  whatever  point  these  cat- 
tle shall  be  unloaded  they  shall  be  placed  in  seperate  pens  to  which 
no  other  cattle  shall  be  admitted.

'■mEP3J\S,     Under  and  hy  virtue  of  an  Act  of  tk.e  Legislature  of 
the  State  of  California, entitled  "An  Act  to  protect  domestic  live- 
stock fron  contc.gicu3  and  infections  di-seaoes,  to  provide  for  the 
appointment  and  duties  of  officials  to  carry  into  effect  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Act,  and  to  provide  an  appropriation  therefor,"

carried  or  drifted  into  any  ether  county  or  cection  in  the  State  of 
California,  or  from  any  cne  cf  the  counties  or  parts  of  cour.tits 
herein  crenticnsd  to  any  of  the  other  counties  or  parts  of  counties 
herein  mentioned,  any  cattle  originating  or  being  in  the  following 
named  counties  and  parts  cf  counties:   San  Luis  Obiapo,  Santa  Bar- 
bara, Ventura,  Los  Angeles,  Orange,  San  Diego,  Tulare  and  Kings;

Callfor»ila:  San  Francisco,  Oak'and,  Lob  Angeles  and  San  Diego, 
inspection  and  certification  of  such  cattle  will  not  lie  required, 
tut  when  BO  ehippei  or  transported  by  railroad  tbe  following  regu- 
lations mu3t  be  observed. 

On  unloaaing  said  cattle  at  their  dsstination,  or  for  food 
erd  rent  en  route  to  same,  re-parate  pens  must  be  set  »part  to  re- 
ceive them  and  no  otlier  ca.tle  shall  be  admitted  to  said  pens^  The 
cars  that  have  carried  said  cattie  shall  be  cleaned  and  dlsirfected 
before  they  are  again  used  to  transport,  store  or  shelter  enimals 
or  merchandlBe. 

AIL  cars  carrvlng  s^ld  cf.ttle  shall  bear  placards  stating  that 
said  oa-3  certain  "SOUTffSRN  CATTLE",  and  e.ach  of  the  way  bills  of 
said  shipments  P.hall  have  a  note  en  Its  face  with  a  elmilar  state- 
ment. 

The  cars  u&ed  to  transport  such  cattle  ehall  be  cleaned  and 
disinfected  in  the  follo?fing  manner; 

(a)  Bemove  all  litter  and  manure.  This  litter  and  manure 
must  be  stored  where  no  cattle  can  come  into  contact  with  it  for 
a  period  of  at  least  eight  months. 

(b)  Waah  the  cars  with  water  until  clean. 

(c)  Saturate  the  entire  inner  surface  of  the  cars,  In- 
eluding  the  inner  surface  of  the  car  doors,  with  a  mixture  maae 
of  one  and  one  half  pounds  of  lime  and  one  quarter  pound  of  pure 
carbolio  acid  to  each  gallon  of  water;  or  with  a  solution  made 
by  dissolving  four  ounces  of  chloride  of  lime  to  each  gallon  ot 
water. 

It  is  further,  ordered  that  a  violation  of  any  or  either  of 
the  foregoing  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  an  offense,  and  pun- 
ishable as  provided  by  the  laws  of  the  State  ot  California. 

Koff.  Therefore,  I,  J.  K.  Gillett,  as  Governor  of  the  State 
of  Cal-forr.ia.  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  law,  do 
hereby  proolaim  the  counties  and  parts  of  counties  named  in  this 
proclamation  ouarantined  within  the  State  of  California,  and  fur-

IHEREAS,  The  State  Veter'narian  of  the  State  of  California 
haa  aacertained  that  cattle  locatAted  In  that  certain  area  of 
territory  altuated  south  and  weit  of  the  quarantine  line  herein- 
after deecribe*  are  liable  to  oonaBunicate  an  infectious  dieeaae 
known  as  Texaa,  eplenetic  or  Southern  cattle  '•rer,  to  cattle 
located  north  and  east  of  said  line,  should  said  cattle  located 
south  and  west  "be  shipped,  mored  or  transported,  driren  or 
graced  over  the  lands  situated  north  and  east  of  said  line;  and 

WHEREAS,  Under  and  hy  virtue  of  an  Act  of  the  Legielature 
of  the  State  of  California,  entitled  "An  Act  to  protect  domestic 
lire  stock  from  contagious  and  infectious  diseases,  to  provide 
for  the  appointment  and  duties  of  officials  to  carry  Into  effsot 
the  provisions  of  this  Act,  and  to  proTlde  an  appropriation 
therefor  "  which  became  a  law  March  18,  1899,  amended  March

southeasterly,  easterly,  and  northerly  following  the  western, 
southern,  and  eastern  boundaries  of  Kern  County  to  the  northeast 
corner  of  said  countyi  thence  easterly  along  the  northern 


"boundary  of  San  Btmardino  County  to  th«  one  hundred  and 
sixteenth  meridian  west  longitude;  thence  south  following  the 
one  hundred  and  sixteenth  meridian  west  longitude  to  ths 
southern  boundary  of  San  Bernardino  County;  tlience  easterly 
along  the  southern  boundary  of  San  Bernardino  County  to  the 
eastern  boundary  of  the  State  of  California, 

WHEREAS,   The  State  Veterinarian  has,  on  the  first  day  of 
Au/Tust,  1W)7,  made  and  established  the  following  rules  and 
regulations  as  to  the  crossing  of  cattle  orer  said  quarantine 
line: 

Prom  this  first  day  of  August,  1907,  to  the  thirty-first 
day  of  October,  1907,  inclusive,  every  person,  company, 
con  oration,  their  agents  and  servants,  aire  hereby  prohibited 
from  driving,  leading,  moving,  carrying  or  transporting,  or 
from  causing  or  permitting  to  be  driven,  led,  moved,  transported 
carried  or  drifted  over  or  across  said  quarantine  line  so 
established,  any  cattle  originating  or  b  ing  south  or  west  of 
the  said  quarantine  line,  and  all  railroad  and  steamship  com- 
panies, and  other  transportation  companies,  the^.r  officers, 
agents  and  servants,  are  hereby  prohibited  from  shipping  or 
transporting  or  accepting  for  shipment  or  transportation,  any 
cattle  originating  or  being  south  or  west  of  said  quarantine 
line,  or  from  shipping  or  transporting  into  the  State  of  Cali- 
fornia any  cattle  originating  or  being  in  that  area  of  territory 
in  the  United  States  south  of  the  federal  quarantine  line  which 
has  been  or  may  be  established  by  the  United  States  Departmpnt 
of  Agriculture,  or  any  cattle  infested  with  the  BOOPHILUS  ANITULA- 
TUS  tick,  except  in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the 
United  States  Department  of  Agriculture,  or  except  where  said 
cattle  are  shipped  and  transported  on  railroad  trains  for 
immediate  slaughter,  and  when  so  shipped  or  transported  by 


railroad  the   follov,:ng  regulations  nxist  be  observed: 

On  unload  ng  eaid  cattl.  at  their  deeUnation,  or  for  food 
and  reet  en  route  to  eame,  .eparate  pen.  mu.t  be  ect  apart  to 
receive  them,  and  no  other  cattle  shall  be  admitted  to  said 
ren..    The  cars  that  have  carried  said  stock  shari  be  cleansed 
and  disinfected  before  they  are  again  used  to  transport,  store 
or  shelter  animals  or  merchandise, 

Ml   cars  carryinr  cattle  from  said  quarantine  area  shall 
bear  placards  stating  that  said  cars  contain  "SOUT^^K^^  CATTU.". 
and  each  of  th.e  way  bills  of  said  shipments  shall  have  a  note 
on  itP  face  -  ith  a  s'-milar  statement.   Wh  never  ani^  cattle 
have  come  from  said  quarantine  area,  ana  shall  be  re.hipped 
from  any  point  at  which  they  have  been  reloaded  to  any  other 
po:nt  of  destination,  the  cars  carrying  .aid  anHinals  shall  bear 
similar  placards  wit.h  like  statements,  a^d  the  way  bills  so 
stamped.    At  whatever  point  these  cattle  shall  be  unloaded 
they  shall  be  placed  in  separate  pen.  to  which  no  other  cattle 

shall  be  admitted. 

The  cars  used  to  transport  such  animals,  and  the  pens  in 
which  ti-.ey  ar.  fed  and  watered,  and  the  pens  set  apart  for 
their  receptionat  point  of  destination,  .hall  be  cleaned  and 
disinfected  in  the  following  manner: 

(a)   EeBOve  all  litter  and  nanure ;  this  litter  and  manure 
ipay  be  disinfected  by  mixing  it  with  lime  or  saturating  it 
with  a  five  (5)  per  cent  solution  of  100  per  cent  carbolic 
acid,  or,  if  not  disinfected  it  must  be  stored  .here  no  cattle 
can  cone  in  contact  with  it  during  the   i eriod  from  August  1, 
1907,  to  June  1,  1906,  inclusive. 

(b)  Wash  the  car.  and  feeding  and  watering  troughs  with 

water  until  clean. 

(c)  saturate  the  entire  inner  surface  of  the  cars,  includ- 
ing the  inner  surface  of  the  car  doors,  and  the  fencing, troughs, 
chutes,  and  floors  of  the  pen.  with  a  mixture  made  of  one 


and-a-half  pounda  of  lime  and  one-quarter  pound  of  100  per  cent 
carbolic  acid  to  each  gallon  of  water i  or  Aith  a  solution  made 
ty  dissolving  four  (4)  ounces  of  chloride  of  lime  to  each 

gallon  of  watf-r. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  a  riolation  of  any  o!  either  of 
the  above  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  an  offense  and  punisha- 
ble as  provided  by  the  laws  of  the  State  of  California,  now, 
Therefor,  I,  J.  "^ .    GiUett,  as  Governor  of  the  State  of 
California,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  law,  do 
hereby  proclaim  the  above  boundary  of  such  quarantine  within 
the  State  of  Cal  fornia,  and  further  hereby  proclaim  the  above 
rules,  orders,  and  regulat  on.  prescribed  by  the  State  Veterin- 
arian fcr  the  maintenance  and  enforcement  o  such  quarantine 
to  be  legal  and  binding  rules  and  regulations  within  said  State, 
and  I  do  further  proclaim  that  said  -ul^s,  orders,  and  regula- 
tions shall  be  maintained  and  enforced  within  the  State  of 
California,  and  that  a  violation  thereof  shall  subject  all 
persons  so  violating  any  of  Baic  rulss,  orders,  or  regulations 
to  the  penalties  provided  for  in  section  eight  of  the  said  Act 
of  the  Legislature  entitled  "An  6t  to  protect  domestic  live 
stock  from  contagious  and  infectious  diseases,  to  prov  de  for

United  States  south  of  the  Federal  quarantine  line  which  has 
been  or  my  be  esta'^lished  by  the  United  States  Pepartnent  of 
Agriculture,  into  any  part  of  the  State  of  California,  except 
When  such  cattle  have  first  been  inspected  by  an  inspector  of

Cattle  intended  for   imnediate  slaiif^liter  vvliich  are   shipped 
or  transported  from  that  area  of  territory  in  the  United  States 
south  of  t}ie  Pederal  quarantine  line  which  has  been  or  nay  be 
established  b:^  the  United  Htates  :nepartment  of  A^rriculture  ,  into 
the  State  of  California  need  not  be  inspected,  but  when  such 
cattle  are  so  shipped  or  transported  by  railroad  the  following 
regulations  rauHt  be  observed:

Pron  this  first  day  of  February,  1908,  to  the  thirty-first 
day  of  Octooer,  l';>08,  inclusive,  every  person,  cor^any,  corpor- 
ation, their  agents  and  servants,  are  hereby  prohibitea  from 
driving,  leadin.i,  moving,  carrying  or  transporting,  or  fron 
causing  or  permitting  to  be  driven,  led,  moved,  transported, 
carried  or  drifted  over  or  across  said  quarantine  line  so  es- 
tablished, any  cattle  orip;inating  or  beins^  south  or  west  of 
the  said  quarantine  line,  and  all  railroad  and  steamship  com- 
panies, and  other  transportation  cornpanies,  their  officers, 
agents  and  servants,  are  hereby  prohibited  fron  shipping  or 
transporting  or  accepting  for  shipment  or  transportation,  any 
cattle  originating  or  being  south  or  west  of  said  quarantine 
line,  or  from  shippinr  or  transporting  into  the  State  of  Calif- 
ornia any  cattle  originating  or  being  in  that  area  of  terri- 
tory in  the  United  States  south  of  the  Federal  quarantine  line 
which  has  been  or  may  be  established  by  the  United  States 
:Oepartment  of  Agriculture,  or  any  cattle  infested  with  the 
BOOPHILUS  AiriTLATUS  tick,  except  in  accordance  with  the  regul- 
ations of  the  United  States  Ticpartraent  of  Agriculture,  or 
except  where  said  cattle  are  shipped  and  transported  on  rail- 
road trains  for  immediate  slaughter,  and  when  [.o  shipped  or 
transported  by  railroad  the  following  regulations  must  be 
observed: 

On  unloading  said  cattle  at  their  destination,  or  for 
food  and  rrat  en  route  to  sane,  seperate  pens  must  be  sAt  apart 


to  receive  then,  and  no  otner  cattle  shall  be  adnltted  to  aaid 
peno.  The  cars  th..t  have  carried  said  stock  shall  be  cleansed 
and  disinfected  before  they  are  again  used  to  transport,  store 
or  shelter  animals  or  merchandise. 

All  cars  carrying  cattle  from  said  quarantine  area  shall 
bear  placards  stating  thax  said  cars  contain  -SOUTHER:!  CATTLE", 
and  each  of  the  way  bills  of  said  shipments  shall  have  a  note 
on  its  face  with  a  similar  statement.  TPhenever  any  cattle  have 
come  from  said  quarantine  area,  and  shall  be  reshipped  from  any 
point  at  which  they  have  been  reloaded  to  any  otner  point  of 
destination,  the  cars  carrying  said  animcaa  shall  bear  similar 
placards  with  like  statements,  and  the  way  bills  so  star^ped.  At 
whatever  point  these  cattle  shall  be  unloaded  they  sr^ll  be 
placed  in  seperate  pens  to  which  no  other  cattle  shall  be  ad- 
mitted. 

The  cars  used  to  transport  such  animals,  and  the  pens  in 
whicn  they  are  fed  and  watered,  and  the  pens  set  apart  for  their 
recaption  at  point  of  destination,  shall  be  cleaned  and  disin- 
fected in  the  followinf^  manner: 

(a)  Remove  all  litter  and  manure;   this  litter  and  manure 
may  be  disinfected  by  mixing  it  with  lime  or  saturating  it  with 
a  five  (5)  per  cent  solution  of  100  per  cent  carbolic  acid,  or, 
if  not  disinfected  it  must  be  stored  where  no  cattle  can  cone 

in  contact  with  it  during  the  period  from  Pebruary  1,  1908,  to 
October  31,  1908,  inclusive, 

(b)  Wash  the  cars  and  feeding  and  waterin-  troughs  with 

water  until  clean. 
li        (c)   Saturate  tne  entire  inner  surface  of  the  cars,  in- 
cluding the  inner  surface  of  the  car  doors,  and  the  fencing, 
troughs,  chutes  and  floors  of  the  pens  wit.i  a  mixture  made  of 
one  and-a-half  pounds  of  lime  and  one- quarter  pound  of  100  per 
cent  carbolic  acid  to  each  gallon  of  water;  or  with  a  solution 
made  by  dissolving  four  (4)  ounces  of  chloride  of  lime  to  each 
gallon  of  v/ater.

WHEREAS  .  the  faot  has  been  deternlned  by  the  <^eoretary  of 
the  United  Ptatea  Department  of  Agrloulture  that  an  Infaoticue 
disease  lcno«m  as  splenetic  ,  Southern  or  Texas  fever  exists 
among  oattle  in  the  following  nanad  states,  to--"it '  OKlahoirja , 
Texas  »  Missoiirl  ,  Arkansas  >  Louisiana  ,  MiBslssippi  ,  Tennessee  , 
Alabama  ,  Virginia ,  North  Carolina  ,  south  Carolina  ,  aeorgia  and 
Florida;   and 

WHEREAS  ,  under  and  b^'  virtue  of  an  Aot  of  the  Legislature 
of  the  "^tate  of  California,  entitled,  "An  Aot  to  protect  danastio 
live  stook  from  oontaglo'in  and  infectious  diseases  ,  to  provide 
fo-^  %hr:>   appointment  and  duties  of  ofriolals  to  oarr"  Into  effect 
the  provlVions  of  this  Act,  and  to  provide  an  appropriation 
therefor  ,"  which  became  a  law  Uarch  13  ,  1899  ,  and  as  amended 
March  20  ,  1905  ,  and  March  23  ,  1907  ,  and  as  fiirthar  amended  and 
apijroved  March  19,  1909,  the  State  Veterinarian  of  the  ?tate  of 
California  ,  in  order  to  prevent  th^  spreading  or  corir.unicatlon 
of  seid  disease  of  splenetic  ,  southern  or  Texas  fever  to  cattle 
within  the  State  of  celif ornia  ,  should  oattle  from  tr.n  aforesaid 
states  be  imported  into  the  '^tata  of  California,  has,  on  this 
first  day  of  March,  1910,  made  and  established  the  following 
rules  and  regulations  as  to  the  importations  of  cattle  from  the 
aforesaid  states: 

From  and  after  this  first  day  of  ilarch  ,  loic  ,  every  person, 
company,  corporation,  their  agents  and  servarits,  ar^i  hereby  pro- 
hibited from  bringing  into  the  '^tata  of  ?Plif ornia  any  oattle 
originating  or  being  in  that  area  of  territory  in  the  United 
States  south  of  the  Fade^^al  quarantine  line  which  has  been  or 
may  be  established  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture, 
or  8jr/  cattle  Inf-^sted  with  the  i.iargaropus  annulatus  tioK  ,  ex- 
cept in  accordance  with  the  regulations  of  the  United  states  De- 
pa-"tment  of  Agrioulttu*e  ,  or  except  F-hen  said  cattle  are  shipped 
or  tran.sported  on  railroad  trains  for  inr.edlate  slaughter,  and 
when  so  shi.  ped  or  transported  by  railroad  ,  the  following  reg- 
ulations must  be  observed: 

On  -mloading  said  cattle  at  their  destination,  or  for  food 
and  rest  en  route  to  seme  ,  separate  pens  must  be  set  apart  to 
receive  them  and  no  other  cattle  shall  be  admitted  to  said  pens. 
The  cars  that  have  carried  seid  cattle  shall  be  cleared  and  dis- 
infected before  they  are  a^iain  used  to  transport ,  store  or 
shelter  animals  or  merchandise. 

All  cars  carri^lng  said  cattle  shall  bear  placards  stating 
that  said  cars  contain  "SOUTHERN  CATTLE"  ,  and  each  of  the  -"ay 
bills  of  8^ id  shipments  shall  hava  a  note  on  its  face  •■•1th  a 
sl"ilar  statament. 

The  otrs  used  to  transport  auoh  oattle  shall  be  cleaned  and 
disinfected  in  the  following  manner: 

(a)  Remove  all  litter  and  manure.  This  litter  and  manure 
miist  be  stored  -"here  no  cattle  can  come  into  contact  with  it  for 
a  period  of  at  least  eight  months. 

(b)  Wash  the  cars  with  water  until  clean. 

(c)  satirate  the  entire  Inr.er  svirface  of  the  cars,  includ- 
ing the  inner  surface  of  tha  oar  doors  ,  with  a  mixture  made  of 


one  and  one  half  pounds  of  lime  and  one  quarter  pound  of  pure 
oarbollo  aold  to  eaoh  gallon  of  vfater;   or  vith  a  solution  made 
by  dissolving  fo'xr   ounces  of  ohloride  of  line  to  each  gallon  of 
vmter. 

It  is  further  ordered  that  a  violation  of  any  or  either 
of  the  foregoing  rulos  and  rocfalations  shaj  1  be  an  offense,  and 
punishable  as  provided  by  the  lars  of  the  State  of  California. 

Now,  therefore,  I  ,  J.  N.  Oillett  ,  as  Crovernor  of  the 
State  of  California  ,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  ne 
by  law,  do  hero>;y  proclaim  the  foregoing  rules  and  regiilationa 
prescribed  by  the  ^tate  Veterinarian  to  be  legal  and  binding 
rules  end  regulations  "'ithin  the  ^tate  of  California,  and  I  do 
further  proclaim  that  said  rules  and  regiaatlons  Bhall  be  main- 
tained and  enforced  within  the  «^tate  of  California  ,  and  that  a 
violation  thereof  shall  sub;Jeot  all  persona  so  violating  &r:y   of 
said  r^ales  or  reg^alations  to  the  penalties  provided  for  in 
section  eight  of  that  said  Act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State 
of  California  entitled  ,  "An  Act  to  protect  donestio  live  stoclc 
from  contagious  and  infectious  diseases,  to  provide  for  the 
appointment  and  duties  of  officials  to  carr^-'  into  effect  the 
provisions  of  this  Act,  and  to  provide  an  appropriation  therefor.'

It  is  further  ordered  that  a  violation  of  any  or  either  of 
the  foregoing  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  an  offense,  and 
punishable  as  provided  by  the  laws  of  the  S'^ate  of  ^elifornia.

In  all  essential  matters  our 
relations  with  other  peoples  are  harmonious,  with  an  ever-growing  reality  of  friendliness  and 
depth  of  recognition  of  mutual  dependence.  It  is  especially  to  be  noted  that  during  the  last 
year  great  progress  has  been  achieved  in  the  cause  of  arbitration  and  the  peaceful  settlement  of 
international  disputes. 

-Now.  therefore.  I.  William  Howard  Taft,  President  of  the  United  States  of  America. 
in  accordance  with  the  wise  custom  of  the  civil  magistrates  since  the  first  settlements  in  this 
land,  and  with  the  rule  established  from  the  foundation  of  this  Government,  do  appoint  Thursday. 
November  24.  1910.  as  a  day  of  national  thanksgiving  and  prayer,  enjoining  the  people  upon 
that  day  to  meet  in  their  churches  for  the  praise  of  Almighty  God.  and  to  return  heartfelt  thanks 
to  Him  for  all  his  goodness  and  loving-kindness.

Moneys  shall  be  drawn  from  said  state  highway  fund  for  the  pur- 
poses of  this  act  upon  warrants  duly  drawn  by  the  controller  of  the 
state  upon  de  ands  made  by  tne  departr..^r.t  of  engineering;  ana  audited 
by  the  state  Loaird  of  cxaiiilners.

Upon  the  presentaticr.  to  the  secretary  of  stfi.te,  nt  any  t,i.r.e  not  less  thari 
ten  days  before  the  coirrenceirent  of  any  regular  Be5;sion  of  the  legielature,  of 
a  petition  certified  as-  herein  proviced  to  have  tear,  signed  ty  qualified  electors 
of  the  state  equal  in  nua'cer  to  five  per  cent  of  all  the  votes  cast  for  all  can- 
didates for  governor  at  trie  last  preceding  general  electicr.,  at  ^.icjj  a  f;overror 
was  elected,  proposing  a  lew  ret  fortn  in  full  in  said  petition,  the  secretary  of 
state  shall  transcdt  t:.e  same  to  the  legislature  as  soon  es  it  convenes  ana  or- 
ganizes.  The  law  proposed  ty  such  petition  shall  te  eitner  enactec  or  rejected 
without  ctiange  or  ainendnent  ty  the  legislature,  vtlthin  «ort>  diys  fros  tne  time 
it  is  received  by  the  legislature.

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such  necesEity  shal]  ce  set  forth  ir.  orie  eectior.  of  the  act,  which  eection  shall 
te  passed  only  upon  a  yea  and  nay  vote,  upon  a  eepsrate  roll  call  thereon;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  no  measure  creating  or  acoliehing  any  office  or  changing  the 
salary,  tern;  or  duties  of  any  officer,  or  grpnting  any  franchise  or  special  priv- 
ilege, or  creatinti  any  vested  ripnt  or  interest,  ei.all  be  construed  t'-  be  an 
urgency  measure.  Any  la*  so  passed  by  the  legislature  and  declpred  to  be  ar.  urgency 
measure  shall  go  into  irrjr.ediate  effect. 

Upon  the  presentation  to  the  secretary  of  state  within  ninet>  days  after 
the  final  adjourrjnent  of  the  legislature  of  a   petition  certified  as  herein  pro- 
vided, to  have  teen  signed  by  qualified  elector*  equnl  in  number  to  five  per  cent 
of  fill  the  votes  cast  for  all  candidates  for  governor  at  the  last  preceding  gen- 
eral election  at  wnich  a  governor  wp.s  elected,  asking  that  any  act  cr  section  or 
part  of  any  pct  of  tne  legislature,  be  submitted  to  the  electors  for  tneir  approval 
or  rejection,  the  secretary  of  state  shall  sucnit  to  the  electors  for  their  appro- 
val or  rejection,  such  act,  or  section  or  part  of  sucn  act,  at  tise   next  succeeding 
general  eleetion  occurring  at  any  time  subsequent  to  thirty  days  after  the  filing 
of  said  petition  or  at  any  special  election  whicji  may  te  called  by  the  governor, 
in  his  discretion,  prior  to  such  regular  election,  and  no  such  ac".  or  pection  or 
part  of  such  act  shall  go  into  effect  until  and  unless  approved  by  a  majority  of 
the  qualified  electors  voting  thereon;  but  if  a  referendum  petition  is  filed 
against  any  section  or  part  of  any  act  the  remainder  of  such  act  snail  not  te 
delayed  irom  goings  into  effect.

No  act,  law  or 
aacr.drcent  to  the  constitution,  initiated  or  adopted  by  the  people,  shall  be  subject 
to  the  veto  power  cf  the  governor,  and  no  act,  law  or  a.':;endxent  tc  the  constitu- 
tion, adopted  by  the  people  at  tne  polls  under  the  initiaxive  provisions  cf  tiiie 
section,  shall  ce  amended  or  repesled  except  by  a  vote  of  tne  electors,  unless 
otherwise  provided  in  eaid  initiative  measure;  but  acts  end  laws  adopted  by  the 
people  under  the  referenduic  provisiona  of  this  eection  may  be  amended  by  the 
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legislature  at  any  eucsequent  eeseion  thereof.  If  any  provieicn  or  provieicns 
of  two  or  .T.ore  xeneures.   approved  by  the  electors  at  the  same  election,  conflict, 
the  provision  or  provisions  of  the  .xeasure  receiving  the  highest  affirmative  vote 
Bhai:  prevail.  Until  otherwine  provided  by  law.  all  measures  submitted  to  a  vote 
of  the  electors,  under  the  provieicinB  of  tr.is  eection.  shall  be  printed,  and  to- 
gether with  argur^ente  for  and  against  each  such  measure  by  the  proponents  and  ap- 
ponentr  thereof,  shall  te  miled  to  each  elector  in  the  same  mnner  as  row  pro- 
vided cy  law  as  to  aniendments  to  the  constitution,  proposed  by  the  legislature; 
find  the  persons  to  prepare  and  present  such  arguments  shall,  until  otherwise  pro- 
vided by  law,  ce  selected  by  the  presiding  officer  of  the  senate. 

If  for  any  reason  any  initiative  or  referenduir  measure,  proposed  by  petition 
as  herein  provided,  be  not  submitted  at  tne  election  specified  in  this  eection, 
such  failure  shall  not  prevent  its  submission  at  a  succeeding  general  election, 
and  no  law  or  amendment  to  tne  constitution,  proposed  by  the  legislature,  shall 
be  submitted  at  any  election  unlefs  at  the  same  election  there  shall  be  submitted 
all  measures  proposed  by  petition  of  the  electors,  if  any  be  so  proposed,  as  herein 
provided. 

Any  initiative  or  referendum  petition  may  Le  presented  in  sections,  but  each 
section  shall  contain  a  full  and  correct  copy  of  the  title  and  text  of  the  proposed 
measure.   Each  signer  shall  a.d  to  his  signature  his  place  of  residence,  giving 
the  street  and  number  if  such  exist.   His  election  precinct  shall  also  aopear  on 
the  paper  after  his  naine.   The  number  of  signatures  attached  to  er.cn  section  shall 
be  at  tne  pleasure  of  the  person  soliciting  signatures  to  the  same.  Any  qualified 
elector  of  the  sta  .e  shall  be  competent  to  solicit  said  signatures  within  the 
county  or  city  and  county  of  which  he  is  an  elector.   Fach  section  of  the  petition 
ehall  bear  tne  name  of  tne  county  or  city  and  county  in  which  it  is  circulated, 
and  only  qualified  electors  of  such  county  or  city  and  county  shall  be  competent 
to  sign  such  section.   Fach  section  snail  have  attached  thereto  the  affidavit 
of  the  person  soliciting  signatures  to  th.  seme,  stating  his  own  qualifications 
and  that  all  the  signatures  to  the  attached  section  were  mda  in  hie  presence  and 
that  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  and  belief  each  signature  to  the  eection  le  the 
(•nuln*  signature  of  the  person  whose  name  it  purports  to  be,  and  no  other 
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affidavit  thereto  ghal]  be  required.  The  affidevit  of  any  person  soliciting 
sit:r.atureE  hereunder  shall  ce  verified  free  cf  char^rc  ty  any  officer  authorized 
to  admininter  octhe .  Such  petitions  so  verified  shall  te  priran  facie  evidence 
that  the  signatures  therecn  are  genuine  and  that  the  persons  signing  the  same  are 
qualified  electors.  Unless  and  until  it  be  otherwise  proven  upon  official  iniiesti- 
gation,  it  sr.all  be  presumed  that  the  petition  presented  contains  the  signatures 
of  the  requisite  number  of  qualified  electors. 

Each  section  of  the  petition  shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  or  registrar  of 
voters  of  the  county  or  city  and  county  in  mn.ich  it  was  circulated,  bjit  all  said 
sections  circulated  in  any  county  or  city  and  county  shall  be  filed  at  the  same 
time.  Within  twenty  days  after  the  filing  of  such  petition  in  his  office  tne  said 
clerk,  or  registrar  of  voters,  shall  determine  from  the  records  cf  registration 
what  nunber  cf  qualified  electors  have  signed  the  saite,  and  if  necessary  the 
board  of  super-visors  shall  allow  said  clerk  or  registrar  additional  spsistants 
for  the  purpose  of  examining  such  petition  and  provide  for  their  compensation. 
The  said  clerk  or  registrar,  upon  the  coispletion  of  such  exardnation,  shall  forth- 
with attach  to  sait^  petition,  except  the  signatures  therto  appended,  his  certifi- 
cate, properly  dated,  showing  the  result  of  said  examination  and  shall  forthwith 
transmit  saic  petition,  together  with  nis  said  certif icnt*,  to  the  secretHry  of 
state  and  also  file  a  copy  of  said  certificate  in  his  office.   Within  forty  days 
froni  the  transmission  of  tne  saic  petition  ai.d  certificate  by  the  clerk  or  regis- 
trar to  the  secretary  of  state,  a  supplemental  petition  identical  with  the  original 
as  to  the  body  of  th.,  petition  but  containing  suppleicental  names,  may  be  filed  with 
the  clerk  or  registrar  of  voters,  ac  aforesaid.  The  clerk  or  registrar  of  voters 
shall  within  ten  days  after  ti^e  filing  of  such  suppleirental  petition  nake  like  ex- 
aiaination  thereof,  as  of  the  original  petition,  and  upon  the  completion  of  such 
exa.'d.nation  shall  forthwith  attach  to  said  petition  his  certificate,  properly 
dated,  showing  the  result  of  said  examination,  and  shall  forthwith  transmit  a 
copy  of  said  suppleirental  petition,  except  tne  signatures  thereto  appended,  to- 
gether with  his  certificate,  to  the  secretary  of  state. 

When  the  secretary  of  state  ehall  have  received  from  one  or  more  county 
clerks  or  registrars  of  voters  a  petition  certified  as  herein  provided  to  have 

•isned  by  the  requisite  number  of  qualified  electors,  he  shall  forthwith 
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transmit  to  the  county  clerk  or  registrar  of  vcterp  of  every  county  or  city  and 
county  in  tne  state  his  certificate  showinf  such  feet.  A  petition  shall  te 
deemed  tc  be  filed  with  the  secretary  of  state  upon  the  date  of  the  receipt  by 
him  of  a  certificate  or  certificates  sliowing  said  petition  tc  be  signed  by  the 
requisite  number  of  electors  of  the  state.

The  initiative  and  referendur.  powers  of  the  people  ore  hereby  further 
reserved  tc  the  electors  of  eacn  county,  city  and  county,  city  and  town  of  the 
state,  to  De  exercised  under  sucn  procedure  as  may  ce  provided  ky  law.  Until 
otherwise  provided  by  law,  the  legislative  body  of  any  such  county,  city  and 

county,  city  or  town  may  provide  for  the  manner  cf  exercising  the  initiative

and  ref erendtun^heroin  reserved  tc  such  counties,  citaes  ana  counties,  citiew 

and  to-A'ns,  but  shall  not  require  more  tnan  fifteen  per  cent  of  the  electors 

thereof  to  propose  any  initiative  measure  nor  more  than  ter.  oer  cent  of  the 

electors  thereof  to  order  the  referendum.   Nothing  contained  in  this  section 

shall  be  construed  as  affecting  or  limiting  the  present  or  fuxure  powers  of 

cities  or  cities  and  counties  having  charters  adopted  under  the  provisions  of 

section  eieht  of  article  eleven  of  this  constitution.  In  the  submission  to 

the  electors  of  any  measure  under  this  section,  all  officers  shall  be  guided 

by  the  general  laws  of  this  state,  except  as  is  herein  otherudce  provided. 

This  section  is  self-esecuting,  but  legislation  may  be  enacted  to  facilitate 

its  operation,  but  in  no  way  limiting  or  restricting  either  the  provisions  cf 

this  section  or  the  powers  herein  reserved.

-  Aacembly  Conetitutional  Amendment  :.o  .  &'J.   "  resolution  to  propose 
to  tne  people  of  l.-io  StHte  of  California  a.-,  ajaend-nent  ot  eoctionB  twenty  and 
twenty-ono  of  article  twelve  of  t:.e  constit'ition  of  tne  Staie  of  Caiiforuia 
relating  to  railrsads  and  other  transportation  companies. 


The  legislature  of  U.e   State  of  California  at  its  regular  eesssion  commenc- 
ing on  tne  second  day  of  January,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eleven,  two  thirds 
of  all  tne  me.Ticera  elected  to  eacn  of  the  two  houses  of  said  legislature  voting 
in  favor  thereof  nereoy  proooses  t:,e  following;  ar.iendnent  to  arti.-:le  twelve  of 
the  constitution  of  the  State  of  California. 

first.   Section  twenty  of  article  twelve  is  hereoy  amended  to  read  as 

follows: 

Sec.  2'J.  :;o  railracd  or  other  transportation  company  shall  raise  any  rate 
o:  Charge  for  the  transp.rtation  of  freight  or  passengers  or  any  chnrge  connected 
there-.vith  or  incidental  thereto,  under  any  circumstances  whatsoever,  except  upon 
a  snowir.g  .efore  t.e  railroaa  commission  provided  for  in  this  constitution,  that 
such  increase  is  justified,  and  tne  decision  of  the  .aid  commission  upon  tne  sho*- 
inz   so  made  shall  not  be  subject  to  review  by  any  court  except  upon  tr.e  question 
whether  sucn  decision  of  the  ccainission  will  result  in  confiscation  of  property.

2.  To  amend  Sections  ^.  ti.  and  9  of  the  Presidential  Triinary  Act.  ai)prove<l  April  ■J'^.  ll^l.').  so  that  electors 
registered  pursuant  to  existing  laws  may  participate  in  nominating'  candidates  for  dclei;ates  thereunder;  and 
to  add  a  new  si-ction  to  siich  act  calling  and  providing  lor  a  Presidential  Primary  Kiection  to  be  held  on  the 
second  day  of  May.  1916.

To  provide  for  the  tiis[iosition  of  any  proceeds  of  the  Panama-Pacific  International  Exposition  aceruins  to 
the  State  from  the  Panama-Pacilic  International  Exposition  Company  through  the  operation  of  said  Exposition, 
or  otherwise,  or  of  any  money  or  property  that  may  be  due  to  or  be  given  to  the  State  by  said  Exposition  Com- 
[lany  or  its  directors,  to  make  appropriations  thereof,  aul  to  authorize  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  State  Normal 
School,  or  any  official  or  offi<-ials  of  the  State,  to  accept  property  for  or  on  behalf  of  the  State  in  full  or  partial 
settlciiH'nt  of  the  claims  of  the  State  to  its  proportion  of  such  proceeds,  or  money  or  [jropcrty. 

4.  To  consider  and  act  np<in  an  amendment  to  the  act  of  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  California  entitled 
"An  Act  giving  and  granting  to  the  Hoard  of  Park  Commissioners  of  the  City  of  San  Diego  the  ri^'ht  to  use  and 
the  right  to  authorize  the  use  of  Balboa  Park  in  .said  City  for  Exposition  purposes",  approved  March  24.  1911. 
extending  its  provisions  so  as  to  authorize  and  provide  for  the  ii.se  of  said  Balboa  Park  for  Exposition  purposes 
during  the  years  1910  and  1917 ;  and  to  do  what  may  be  deemed  appropriate  or  neces.sary  in  relation  to  the  Panama- 
California  International  Exposition  of  San  Diego.

No-..-  that  they 
have  done  their  nart,  it  remains  for  those  in  other  industries 
to  be  ready  to  =T-ve  their  aid  in  the  critical  situation  that 
is  likely  to  confront  our  otate. 

The  imnediate  solution  is  to  ask  persons  who 
never  before  have  turned  their  hand?  to  farm  labor  to  help 
tae  farmer  bring  in  the  crop.  'Ve  must  go  to  tne  cities  and 
ask  men,  ^vomen  and  children  to  heir  in  the  harvest.  ..e  must 

ask  them  to  turn  aside  from  their  regular  occuoations,  unless 
they  are  enf:;nf^d  in  essential  war  work,  to  ^ve  up  their 
vacations  and  to  offer  themselves  to  the  farmers  of  the  state. 
This  is  a  call  for  volunteers  for  an  army  that  will  serve  in 
the  vraj   of  a  second  line  of  aefense. 

Offices  under  the  supervision  of  the  State  Employ- 
ment Bureau  will  be  maintained  in  the  l^-r^r  cities;  offices 
will  also  be  maintained  in  smaller  places  durin?"  the  crop 
.^thering  periods,  to  v/hich  volunteers  can  rer-ort  for 
information  and  instruction.  At  these  places  men  snecifJly 
qualified  will  be  stationed,  to  the  end  that  efficient  and 
direct  service  en  be  had.

WHEREAS,  Congress  enacted  and  the  President  of  the  United 
States  approved  an  Act  to  authorize  The  President  to  temporarily  in- 
crease the  military  establishment  of  the  United  States,  and 

WHEREAS,  the  Act  of  Congress  provides  for  the  registration 
of  all  male  oitiaena  between  the  ages  of  eighteen  (18)  and  forty- 
five  (45),  inclusive, 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I.  WILLIAM  D.  STEPHENS,  Governor  of  the 
State  of  California,  do  oall  upon  all  male  persons  who  shall  have 
attained  the  age  of  eighteen  (18)  on  or  before  September  12th,  1918, 
and  all  who  shall  not  have  attained  their  forty-sixth  (46th)  birth- 
day on  or  before  September  12th,  1918,  to  register  in  accordance 
with  the  Law  and  the  regulations  prescribed  by  The  President  of  the 
United  States,  provided,  however,  that  the  following  persons  are 
hereby  exempted  from  registration:   Officers  and  enlisted  men  of  the 
Regular  Army,  the  Navy,  the  Marine  Corps,  and  the  National  Suard  and 
Naval  Militia,  while  in  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  Officers 
in  the  Reserve  Corps,  and  enlisted  men  in  the  jSilisted  Reserve  Corps 
while  in  active  duty, 

AND  I  DO  FUP.THER  PROCLAIM  and  give  notice  to  every  person 
subject  to  registration  in  the  State  of  California  that  the  time  and 
place  of  registration  shall  be  between  7:00  A.M.  and  9:00  P.M.  on  the 
Twelfth  day  of  September,  1918,  and  at  such  place  as  may  be  pre- 
scribed by  the  Local  Board  having  Jurisdiction  over  the  area  wherein 
he  permanently  resides,  and,  in  compliance  with  the  Act  and  the 
rea-ulations  prescribed  thereunder,  I  do  call  upon  every  Mayor  or 
County  Clerk,  receiving  such  notification,  to  have  a  list  of  said 
places  of  registration  posted  and  do  charge  him  with  the  duty  of 
having  all  persons  making  Inquiry  informed  of  the  place  or  places 
at  which  they  may  register. 

Any  person  who  expects  to  be  absent  on  the  day  designated 
for  registration  from  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  in  which  he  per- 
manently resides  may  register  by  mail,  but  his  registration  card 
must  reach  the  Local  Board  having  Jurisdiction  of  the  area  wherein 
he  permanently  resides  by  the  twelfth  day  of  September,  1918. 

Any  person  who,  on  account  of  sickness,  will  be  unable  to 
present  himself  for  registration  may  apply  on  or  before  tre  day  of 
registration  at  the  office  of  any  Local  Board  for  instructions  as  to 
how  he  may  register  by  agent. 

Any  person  who  has  no  permanent  residence  must  register  at 
the  place  designated  for  registration  by  the  Looai  Board  having 
Jurisdiction  of  the  area  wherein  he  may  be  on  the  day  herein  named 
for  registration.

Oiar  men 
sent  overseas  have  helped  to  establish  a  new  Christian 
fraternity  among  the  nations.  Justice  has  triumphed  over  the 
heartlessness  of  might.  The  women  and  children  of  all  lands 

are  safe. 

It  has  been  our  privilege  in  California  to  give 

a  generous  measure  of  aid  in  the  great  conflict.   We  have 
provided  in  full  measure  from  our  abundc.nt  production  of  food; 
we  have  rallieo  to  th.=  call  of  the  national  government  in  its 
financial  needs;  and  we  have  supplied  more  than  our  quota  of 
men  for  the  armies.  We  are  grateful  that  we  have  been  able 
thus  to  serve  the  nation.
